from tho casket and was questioned by 
Mr. Howo »nd Mr. Imbodon.

his plaoo on Monday was tho Rev. James 
Millar, whoso body ho had just viewed in 
the casket. Ho was positive—ho could

diamond bocks near Tiuifrier inland in 
1803. In four hours he took out $1,200 
worth, and Htoppcd only wlion too ex- 
hausted to work.

Jnp appearance. The |x>und is ii pluee 
where tin? fishermen keep the turtles 
until they are tthippcd to some, city to 
the markets. The furum where they 
are cultivated are flooded, with sea wa- 
ter, BO that the little object preserves 
its delicatessen qualities unimpaired. 


There are certain rules understood 


by those who purchase terrapin. Tliej 
nrc careful to obfverve that the extreme 
tip or muz/.le i« not injured, that the 
bottom of the foot is not worn off, that 
tl«3 head ia prettily shaped- small, t.hin 
and pointed, and the eyes brilliant. Tin- 
feet should be small and slender. 


Cooking terrapin properly is such tin 


nrt tli/at only a chief or a Marylantler 
should be j>ermitted to give instruc- 
tions. To bppin witlv, the first rule ia 
n challenge to thu humane society: 
"Plunge the terrapin alive into boiling 
water." Then "boil until the skin ami 
toenjiirs come olf." When the mdi- 
mentark-K and vitsils are disposed of, 
the rich, mveet incnt, whi<*.h i» better 
than chicken OT cauvawlmck duck, or 
frogs' legs, is stewed and prepared 
with an aflhiitive. sauce, and a "dish of 
Madeira," or "a little pood sherry," unil 
in one recipe a pint of pale brandy, to 
which a match shall Iw set when it is 
turned over the terrapin," are added to 
make the dolioafy complete.

CASTS OF THE ESQUIMAUX. 


An ArtUt Who Accanjpmnled Peary HMl« 


Plutcr CMU. 


"I was nnxiouo to make complete 


studies of these peculiar people, so I not 
only pointed and photographed them, 
but, I also made a number of plaster 
casts. This was the firattime in the his- 
tory of Arctic work that the attempt 
was made to exercise the sculptor's art 
in the Arctic regions. I may say that 
1 was most successful in making plaster 
casts o! the Esquimaux, notwithstand- 
ing the low temperature in which I was 
obliged to work. 


"I bod to try various parts of the 


ship before I coultl find a place where 
tlie plaster wnuld not freeze, and at 
length took up my quarters for this 
work in the orlop, or lowest deck of the 
steamer. 


"In making1 the casts the mode of op- 


erating consisted in first anointing" the 
bodies of the natives with u prepara- 
tion of petholutum, then in building: 
around the model a wall of clay to the 
thickness of several inches. 
Then I 


placed strings vertically nnd horizon- 
tally upon the figure, allowing them to 
stick to the flesh, in order to separate 
nnd break the mold. 
I then poimxi 


plaster of pnris, mixed with water and 
wilt, to hasten hardening, nil over the 
body of the subject, the mix:tun* being 
tea to fifteen degrees colder than the 
surrounding atmosphere. 1 permittee! 
(he mixture to remain for four or five 
minutes, or until hard, nnd then re- 
moved it, after mnrkinp; it for fntum 
joining. These'molds were tiftei-ward 
pared off to get rid of the superfluous 
portion^, nnci laid awiiy in nnd nround 
tlie engine room to become thoroughly 
evaporated. 


"In making the east of the face two 


goose quills were 
inserted 
in the 


nostrils of the subject. Then the fileo 
was lubricate.! nnd the eyes were 
closed, and tissue paper placed over 
them. The subject was placed at full 
length on the deck, and a wall of clay 
WMM built all nround the face to prevent 
the piaster of paris from running oil 
over. I then poured the planter over the 
face with one hand, while with the 
other I held the quills in an inclined po- 
sit/Ion to peu-mit of free breathing. 
When the mold hardened it was imme- 
diately removed and trimmed as the 
other molds had been. Measurements 
of the features and members of the 
body were also taken. 


"The Esquimau subjects underwent 


these, various operations very patiently 
and without n murmur. They even al- 
lowed themselves to be washed with 
soap and water, on experience »s novel 
to them as becoming subjects 
for 


plaster easts. For though the Esqui- 
maux possess many tirUics cleanliness 
is not next to godline&.s from their point 
of view. Notwithstanding the difficul- 
ties I succeeded in making 12 barrels 
full of molds, which I hu«'brought 
buck with me, so that 1 have reason to 
feel satisfied with my work."—N. Y. 
Herald.

Dr. Phisallx'u exped- 
ients show that under certain precau- 
ann a man or an animal may suiter 
ardly any inconvenaeoce from- the 
enom of a viper. Bemtirkable results 
ave been obtained wiUi the venom of 
! cobra. When two milligrammes of 


ie dried cobra poison in solution were 
njectcd into a rabbit'a car the animal 
vas dead after 12 minutes.

cnccd. The injections were continued 
.hree months, by which time Uic horse 
could stand a dose CO times the lethal 


nffth. The blood of the horse hod 


tcquiied immunity. Taking 20 cubic 
centimeters of this honxs't scrum, it was 
found to be sufficient "to cure a man 
suffering from the bite of a dcndly 
reptile." More curious was this: when 
i. snake was inoculated with the horse 


rum he did not suffer when bitten by 


my other kind or variety of snake.—
